The Town Clerk read the proof of publication on Local Law No. 4 of 2004. 
 
The Supervisor gave an overview of the proposed changes to the sign ordinance. 
 
Comments: Douglas Ceisner, 100 East Avenue, questioned why there is not an annual sign fee. A 
sign in front of a business is no different than advertising and a cost of doing business.  
 
Will Griffin, 384 Knapp Rd., would not like to see a yearly fee on signs that are simply to display 
business name. He commended the Town Board on being pro-active regarding zoning issues along 
Route 5 and signage. 
 
There being no further discussion, a motion was made by Councilman Finger, seconded by 
Councilwoman Glor to close the public hearing on Local Law No. 4 of 2004- sign ordinance 
amendments at 8:09pm.

Privilege of the Floor �Douglas Ceisner, 100 East Ave, suggested the DOT should put signs at 
Route 5 and Route 93 for no parking. The truck traffic makes for a hazardous condition by parking 
to go to McDonalds. He questioned the progress on the Main Rd. property (old Anderson house) and 
Greenbush Rd (Hoover house) and whether people are living in trailers behind motel on Main Rd 
again.

23,2004 meeting has been reviewed with the previously UN-audited vouchers and everything was 
found in order.
